Claims 1, 23 , 27, and 31: wherein the at least one digital asset includes an indictaion of internal chargeback costs of the digital asset.. 

The reason this raises new issue is that in rejecting claim 21 in the first and final office actions examiner relied on the location of the digital 
asset since the claim 21 required the examiner to find at least one of the listed characteristics. The reference of record teaches the 
location of the digital asset. Since Examiner did not rely on the internal chargeback costs of the digital asset, it therefore follows that a new 
search and/or consideration is required in order to address the amendments. 

Thus the scope of claims 1 , 23, 27 and 31 have changed and therefore raises new issues that would require further searches and/or 
consideration and for this reason, the amendments will not be entered. 
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
